Dear Kip: 

As you know, in the First Department’s June 28, 2018 decision, it held that “the loss of 
business income provision here covers fees that, if not for the suspension of advertising due to 
the fire, plaintiff law firm would have earned for services actually performed for such new 
clients within 12 months of the fire or from such new cases that resolved within 12 months of the 
fire.” Bernstein Liebhard, LLP v. Sentinel Insurance Company, Limited, 162 A.D. 3d 605, 606 
(1st Dep’t 2018). 

In accordance with the First Department’s holding, Bernstein Liebhard is writing to 
formally amend its claim. Bernstein now claims damages in the sum of at least $13,275,000.00, 
representing the approximately 75% portion of Bernstein’s fees it would have earned (on a 
quantum meruit basis) during the 12 months following the loss. 

We reserve the right to amend and/or supplement this claim as we have since presenting 
our initial claim to Sentinel.
